1 Racine, a cily of recent «rcal industrial ex- 
pansion and therefore a city extremely hard 


hit by the industrial depression of the past Ion 
months or 'a year, the city and its citizens have 
faced the problems created by unemployment 
squarely. They have not created a prosperity 
b'oorii. for Racine is subject to the same general 
conditions as the rest of the country. 
But in 


some degree they have succeeded in levelling oil' 
the great miseries incident to idleness of family 
men, and have controlled the available jobs, by 
n simple co-ordination of public and private ef- 
fort, to give the unemployed with dependents 
the first chance. 


That, we believe, is the first need of any 


effort to cope with unemployment piroblcms. If 
thcrciis no control exercised in the general in- 
terest of the community, it is an even chance 
that positions that become available will go to 
single men instead of to men who have families 
to support. It is, of course, hard for a single 
man not to have work. But it is very much 
•worse for a family to be driven to accept char- 
ity than for an xinallachcd man. What may be 
merely an unpleasant temporary necessity for a 
'single man, able to pick up stakes at any time 
and start in fresh anywhere, is felt, however 
needlessly, as an abiding stigma and humilia- 
,1ion by all the members of any family that has 
.'a proper and decent American self-respect. 
("When the times pinch, the man with the family 


ihas the first right to any job. 


In Racine the city, the stale employment 


jburcau, and all private agencies -co-operate to 
!ease the blows of unemployment and blameless 
poverty. All possible jobs — public as well as 
.private — are listed. 
All idle men are listed.

Indeed, it ought to 
ie simplicity itself to frame and operate such 
an activity, given the wholehearted, universal 
support of all groups and interests in the com- 
munity. Whether the Racine plan is calculated 
'to meet the needs of I.a Crossc we do not pre- 
•sume to say. Conditions here are not as bad-as 
an Racine; possibly a more rudimentary organi- 
•zation would be enough. 
The Tribune and 


Leader-Press mentions the Racine example 
merely as a suggestion of Ihc lengths to which 
progressive cities find it worth while to go to 
^protect themselves and their people. Milwaukee 
3s studying the same problem, and apparcnjj?r 
action is projected along somewhat similar liuus.-< 
Shall I.a Crossc.be less mindful of •suffering, 
less loyal to its own, than its sister cities of 
Wisconsin?
